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WHY WE CELEBRATE 


1991

The holiday that we celebrate this 
weck is often overshadowed by 
cook-outs, red, white and blue deco- 
rations, and beach trips. But the real 
Significance of that date in history 
has deep meaning for each of us. A 
brief history of the years preceeding 
the Declaration of Independence is in 
order to understand the day we cele- 
brate as Independence Day. 

The colonists experienced the 
French and Indian War, the Boston 
Massacre, the “shot heard ‘round the 
world” at Lexington and the battle of 
Concord, the batile 
at Bunker and 
‘Breed's Hill before 
the Declaration of 
Independence, be- 

the Revolution 
and certainly before 
we were established 
as a country with a 
workable Constitu- 
tion, 
_ Thirteen colonies 
divided themselves into separate enti- 
tics. Many feared a federated system 
of government in which one body 
would control the whole, especially a 
foreign body. 

Great Britain, in an effori to retain 
complete control over the colonies, 
passed a series of acts to restrict per- 
sonal and economic freedoms. 
Among these were the Stamp Act, 
which taxed everyday items such as 
legal documents, playing cards, lig- 
uor, néwspapers. Next came the 
Quartering Act, which forced colo- 
nists to house British troops, and fur- 
nish them with household supplies. 
The Townshend Acts followed with 
duties on glass, lead, painters’ colors, 
tea, paper, all to be collected at 
‘American: as 
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ed in this session was a desire for a 
well-written official document pro- 
claiming the colonists’ independence 
from Great Britain. A committee of 
four radicals, Thomas Jefferson, 
Benjamin Franklin, John Adarns, 
and Roger Sherman, and one moder- 
ate, Robert R. Livingstone, was cho- 
sen for this task. Our nation's third 
president, Thomas Jefferson, penned 
what is now called the Declaration 
of Independence. Intense debate saw 
words changed, and clauses omitted 
until finally, all delegates were 
pleased with the document. Two 
votes were taken and in the final, all 
colonies except one, New York, vot- 
ed to pass the Declaration. This vote 
was taken 
on the 
Fourth of 
July, 1776. 
The final 
draft was 
adopted, 
Though 
not signed 
until later, 
this date 
was then 
and still today is symbolic of the de- 
cision to break away and become an 
independent couniry. 

Jefferson's words acted as a cata- 
lyst of change. With this document, 
he forever changed the lives of the 
people, and the government of the 
land. 

“We hold these truths to be self- 
evident that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain unaliena- 
ble rights, that among these are life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness, 
That to secure these rights, govern-

im, Act after act served as a slap in the right of the people to alter or to 


the face of the colonists. 

The East India Company gained a 
virtual monopoly.over the tea trade. 
Adding insult to injury, the tea was 
to be taxed. This enraged patriots and 
.what followed is known to infamy as 
the Boston Tea Party. In their own 
indignation, Britain passed the Intol- 
erable Acts, which among other 
things, closed Boston Harbor. 

In response, the First Continental 
Congress met in Philadelphia in Sep- 
tember of 1774, Fifty-six newly 
elected delegates declared the Intol- 
erable Acts, as well as the English 
Parliament, null and void. 

Pamphlets flooded the streets of 
colonial towns. Among the authors 
of such was Thomas Paine, perhaps 
the most effective, in his ‘Common 
Sense”. He urged America to break 
ties with the Mother Country. Radi- 
cals also urged for a fight for free- 
dom, but Conservatives wanted to 
wait, saying that the people had not 
called for independence, the middle 
colonies were not ready for it, and a 
host of other reasons. 

The Second Continental Congress 
met in May 1775. A staunch radical, 
John Hancock, was elected President. 
An army was organized with George 
Washington at its head, Also includ-

end at midnight Sunday, July 7. In 
1990, seven people were killed in 
traffic accidents during the 30-hour 
holiday, all on rural roadways, 

To help ensure a safe Indepen- 
dence cay holiday, motorists are 
urged to drive defensively, to obey

During last year's Fourth of July 
holiday, six of the seven traffic 
deaths were alcohol related; four of 
the fatal wreck victims were not 
buckeled up. 

Public Safety Director Col. Ned

fluence of alcohol or drugs. “Alco- 
hol-related wrecks account for hun- 
dreds of deaths each year in 
Alabama,” said McHenry. 

All available state troopers will 
be patoling statewide to remove 
drunken and other unsafe drivers 
from the roadways and to serve as 
reminders to motorists to drive care- 
fully, Federal overtime grants aimed 
at speed limit enforcement will al- 
low additional troopers to patrol, 

The Department of Public Safety 
also is participating in Operation 
C.A.R.E., Combined Accident Re- 
duction Effort, a national program 
designed to promote increased waffic 
safety during holiday periods, As 
part of Operation C.A.R.E., woopers 
will concentrate enforcement efforts 
on interstates in Alabama,

They were all too aware of the 
burden they were to bear. Soldiers 
ranged in age, rearing and wealth, just 
as soldiers today do. All too often we 
magnify the feats and glories of old 
by attaching a godly sensg to histori- 
cal figures. Men were men and hot 
was hot in July of 1776, just as they 
are in July of 1991 and all years in 
between. Men, women and children 
felt happiness, pain and sorrow just

as we do today. They shouldered 
problems and burdens. “Nothing 
new under the sun” is an apt obser- 
vation when looking back to colonial 
times, 

It is hard to imagine such a dras- 
lic change in life as we know it 
Modern day America is immersed in 
Status quo to some degree. The patri- 
ots and colonial Americans of old 
had everyday duties and lives, just as 
we do. But their very existence was 
threatened when they took on their 
dream. “The Spirit of '76“ is cap- 
tured in the tale of John Hancock, 
who signed his name large on the 
Declaration so that the British could 
read it without putting on spectacles. 

History often challenges the pur- 
pose of those fifty-six delegates in 
Philadelphia. The fact that the major- 
ity of them were wealthy, agricultu-. 
ral based men seems to precede the 
fact that they were lovers of freedom 
and choice. But what better men to 
lead the fight? They were able to 
lend resources to the cause and to 
use personal ingenuity to organize. 
Perhaps they did gain the upper 
hand, Perhaps some did capitalize on 
circumstance, but human nature per- 
sists even today. This would truly 
make them the Fathers of our coun- 
try. Despite the argument, America 
is first and foremost a salvage for 
those without, those in need, and 
those that dream. What were those 
fifty-six if not dreamers? They 
dreamed and fought, if profiting 
along the way, and paved a path for 
us today. The document that was 
tead to the citizens of the colonies 
and the soldiers of the army is the 
same one in all history books today 
with not one word changed. 

Perhaps there was a bit of fate in- 
volved in our country's struggle for 
independence, John Locke, an Eng- 
lish philosopher, wrote several trea- 
uses of goyernment in the seven- 
teenth century. Many of our fation's 
founders were well versed in Locke's! 
writings. In these he wrote of certain 
unalienable rights, given hy God. He 
called these natural rights. He in- 


abridged by no one. He believed that 
a govemment should be created to 
protect those rights, and when a gov- 
ernment failed to do so, the people 
had the right to build a new govern- 
ment. What do these words mean to’ 
us? They are the 
very essence of 


Mother Country's

These words and those that follow in the Declaration of Independence 
loom so large to us. What they say is said so powerfully and the words 
themself are connected together so beautifully, O' if we could have such 
command of the English language. 


We take a little time and space to draw attention to a legal notice pub- 
lished last week and this week. It is the announcement of a zoning board 
meeting to set zoning on all that property added to the city limits in 1987, 
Nothing is mentioned in the announcement about just how the property is 
to be zoned but plans are to zone it all, according to the notice, We strong- 
ly suggest every person with property in the designated areas make plans 
to attend that meeting on Tuesday, July 11th and be sure their interest are 
properly addressed. The meeting is at 5:15 p.m, at the Elba city hall. It is 
much better to let your feelings be known before zoning lines are designat- 
ed than to wait until later and go to the time and expense of getting them 
changed ... and far better than just sitting back and complaining. 


Liberal U. S. Supreme Court Justice Thurgood Marshall has announced 
his retirement from the court. The announcement surprised us because he 
has previously said he would never retire. We also have mixed emotions 
about this retirement, While we consider ourselves conservative, we prob- 
ably fit better in the moderate group.

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Turn Trash Into Cash >

The global trend toward recycling 
has entrepreneurs and corporations 
scrambling for ways to convert 
waste into useful products - and 
profit while doing good. 

Recycling wood, paper, plastic, 
metal and other materials before 
they reach the nation's landfills will 
rank among the U.S.'s growth indus- 
tries through the decade. 

It is already a huge business. 
Over the next five years, American 
companies cculd spend more than $2 
billion just for recycling equipment 
to keep up with the demand for recy- 
cled materials. 

Unfortunately, there's no shortage 
of waste. The amount generated in 
the U.S. has almost doubled since 
1960, to 180 million tons annually. 
But so has the amount of waste be- 
ing recycled: Americans recycle or 
compust 13 percent of their garbage, 
compared to 7 percent in 1960, 

Participants in the recycling in- 
dustry range across the broad - from 
global companies that refine used 
motor oil or include recycled materi- 
als in their products, to entrepreneurs 
who manufacture reusable coffee fil- 
ters or sell canvas bags for grocery 
shopping. 

Some of the players are: 

*In 1989, for the first time in his- 
tory, Reynolds Metals Co. recycled 
more aluminum cans than it pro- 
duced. Some 9.7 billions cans were 
shredded and recycled, while 9.6 bil- 
lion new cans were distributed to 
beer and soft-drink producers. 

*By collecting more than 7,000 
tons of high-grade office paper in 
one year, AT&T's office recycling 
program earned $360,000 in revenue 
from paper sales and saved nearly $1 
million in disposal costs. 

*Coca-Cola estimated it collected 
almost 250 tons of office paper, cor- 
rugated containers and newsprint in 
the first two years of a recycling pro- 
gram in its Atlanta headquarters. The 
company donated the $26,000 in 
profits to four local charities. 

*McDonald's Corp. plans to 
spend up to $100 miiiion on recycled 

‘construction materials for use in 
buildings and remodeling their res- 
iaurants. : 

*Household cleaners are solidly 
in the recycling camp: Spic 'n Span 
Pine liquid cleaner bottles are made 
entirely from recycled plastic. Lever 
Brothers, which uses recycled plastic 
in bottles of Wisk and All liquid de- 
tergents, plans to buy 10 million 
pounds of recycled plastics annually. 
At least 25 percent of the bottles 
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containing Proctor & Gamble's Tide, 
Era, Cheer, Dash, and Downey con- 
sists of recycled materials. 

*Out to build the U.S.'s first na- 
tionwide network for feclaiming 
waste solvents, oil and other fluids 
from dry cleaners, auto body shops 
and other users, Safety Kleen devel- 
oped a network of 250,000 custom- 
ers. Now Safety Kleen is spending 
$55 million to build the world's larg- 
est plant for recycling motor oil. The 
East Chicago, Ind., refinery, sched- 
uled to open next year, will refine 75 
million gallons of used industrial 
and auto oil and other petroleum 
products. 

*Esselte Pendaflex Corp., a man- 
ufacturer in Garden City, N.Y. is an 
environmental pioneer in the office- 


troduced a line of "environmental 
friendly” office products, labeled 
Earth Wise. The file folders, report 
covers and other items are made 
from 100 percent recycled fibers, 
*To stress it “green” image, Es- 
selte also developed a consumer re- 
demption program: For each Earth- 
Wise box flap a buyer sends in, 
Esselte contributed $i to an environ- 
mental organization, 
'*Entrepreneurs in the recycling 
industry include Marcus Webster, 
former computer consultant at 
Georgetown University who found a 
way to rebuild and refill old toner 


cartridges from laser printers. He- 


sells them for less than half the price 
of new cartridges. 

*Earth Bags, Ltd., reusable can- 
vas bags for groceries, as created by 
David Ferry of Leesburg, Va. With 
$5,000 borrowed on a credit card, he 
contracted with Maryland Institute 
for the Blind to make the bags. Fer- 
ry's first year's sales totaled less than 
$100,000, but he's already in the 
black. 

*BMW plans to build a car- 
recycling plant in Wackersdorf, 
northeast of Munich to research 
ways to recycle vehicles. BMW's 
Z1, a $55,000 limited production 
two-seater sold in Europe has an all- 
plastic skin designed for easy remov- 
al from the metal chassis. The doors, 
bumpers, and front, rear and side 
panels are sade of recyclable ther- 
moplastic. 

*Similarly, Whirlpool, General 
Electric and other manufactures are 
Starting to design appliances so they 
can be effectively taken apart for re- 
cycling. It's called “design for disas- 
sembly,” for DFD.

“As far as I know, Mr. Curenton, 
we're in the same place we were,” re- 
sponded Commission Chairman Bill 
Eagerton. “I can't give you anything 
on that - | don't know,” 

“Well, may I ask, Mr, Chairman, 
why it hasn't already been paved?” 
asked Curenton. 

Eagerton replied, “Yes sir, we 
don't really have the money to pave 
the road Mr, Curenton.”

Enterprise M ayor Jackie Thomp- 
son requested permission to close a 
portion of County Road 71 so that 
the runway may be extended at the 
Enterprise Municipal Airport.

Mayor Thompson briefly ex- 
plained the expansions that are pres- 
ently being made at the airport and 
others that are expected to material- 
ize in the near future. 

She stated that this would be an 
economic asset to the whole area. 

Coffee County Engineer Mark 
Pool asked the commission to allow 
him to apply for CDBG (Community 
Development Block Grant) Funds 
for paving the Sconiersville Road. 
He stated that he felt this road and 
maybe others might fit the criteria 
set forth for obtaining these funds. 

Pool also advised that County Rd. 
14 is in the process of being closed 
to traffic so that the new bridges 
may be constructed.
